Buildings and other facilities: 


1. The Yugoslev Free Zone, which is located within the limits of the Greek Free 
Zone, has an area of 94,000 square meters or 1,011,440 square feet, of which 
430,000 square feet were under water; a portion of this area has beon filled 
in, The entire lend area is closed off by a 6-foot barbed wire fence ,*

The Zone has a west mole which can now handle fully Jaden vessels up to 
10,000 tons, It is in feirly good condition, and not in need of mjor repairs. 


2, The gmall immer harbor is at present without docking facilities and is littered

4. The road which enters the Yugoslav Free Zone ot 25th of October Street and 
leads directly to the west mole is in good condition and could be used by 
tended trucks, In addition, the Zone has a system of railroad tracks and 
sidings which are at present in poor condition, There is not one complete

within the Zone area; these Imildinegs are in excellent condition, There sre 
several small warehouses behind the Administration building which were built 
by the German Army during the occumtion and were used us stables 3; these 
hiildings are all in good condition.

14. At the present time, the Free Zone is guarded ty tvo Yuposlav nationals who 
live as caretakers with their families in the Administration building, These 
are '{hail Kristie (son of Konstantin) and Slobotan Eostie (son of Dusan). 


15. On 18 May 1950, Vasso Tovffa, a Yrrosiav engineer from Kruseas, arrived in 
Salonike to undertale the directorshis of the Yusoslav Free sone, replacing 
‘Martin Kovacevic, An additional 50 employees were expected to arrive fron 
Yugoslavia toward tho end of 1950 
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
